DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: back window must be in the stowed position when the roof panel is in the 
stowed position, claims 4 and 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 10, 1 1, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims above appear to be incorrect as paragraph 0052 explicitly states: "an electronic 
control unit, such as a microprocessor, will first energize electric motor 701 to cause back 
window coupling mechanism 671 to raise back window 27. Next, the electronic control 
unit energizes the tonneau actuation that drives tonneau cover drive mechanism 861 to 
rearwardly slide and open tonneau cover 29". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4, 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Benedetto et al.. 

Benedetto et al. has roof panel 18 and back window 19, slidably mountable at 26a and 
24a, respectively. Benedetto et al. has mechanism 22a,22b as a pair of links forming a 
four bar mechanism. The top portion outward rotation is seen in figure 3. The window 
rotates and slides (at 24a) into the stowed position. Benedetto has cover 16 that moves, 
as does applicant's cover, after the back window pivots. 
As to claims 4 and 10, the window and roof panel are stowed concurrently. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 5-9, 12-16 are allowed. 

4. Claim 17 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 7/13/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Please see the detailed action above.
